Protest Is Made to French Consul

Refusal of the majority of the crew 
of the French liner Paris to submit to 
new regulations involving ‘their strip- 
ping for examination by health offi- 
cers, on the arrival of the liner yester- 
day, resulted in shore leave being 
denied. Only thirty men of the 743 on 
the ship’s . register will be allowed 
ashore during the stay of the liner in 
port. 
The new regulations, which went into 
effect about two weeks ago, have 
caused a great deal of dissatisfaction 
among the crews of foreign vessels ar- 
riving in this port. The men have 
threatened to bring the matter before 
their unions in their home ports, but 
until yesterday all have submitted to 
the examination’ The crew of the 
Paris underwent one examination at 
Quarantine. 
When the men were informed by 
their surgeon that they would have to 
undergo another medical examination 
at the pier they refused. to assemble, 
and were supported in their attitude 
by Captain Brnest.Maurras,. the-.mas- 
ter of the ship, who sald that as the 
men had been and pagsed by 
the health officers at Quaranting they 
‘should not be called upon to undergo 
another examination. “I i the 
crew not to submit to ¢t medical 
examination,” the captain said. 
Thirty Did Not Hear Order. 
Thirty members of the crew, who 
had not heard the captain’s order, 
went to the health officer and were 
passed. Their names were written on 


a. piece of paper and posted at the 
crew gangway, with the signature of 
the immigration inspector in charge 


and the officers could go ashore, but 
the remaining 713 members of the 
crew would have to remain on board. 

Officials of the Frénch Line said 
they would consult the French Consul 
General] and. also telegraph to the Em- 
bassy ,at Washington. 

Oscar Cauchois, who has been fifty 
years with the French Line and acts 
now in an advisory capacity, said that 
the medical examination of the crews 
‘of foreign ships was legal. 

The United States Public Health Of- 
ficer and the immigration inspectors 
left extra“guards to see the crew did 
not go ashore. The steamship com- 
pany is liable to a fine of $1,000 for 
each violation. 

Benjamin M. Day, Commissioner of 
Immigration ‘at Ellis Island, said; 
when asked about the enforcement of 
the medical examination on foreign 
flag ships, that it head nothing to do 
pwith him. “The immigration inspec- 
tors are in my department,” the Com- 
missioner said, ‘‘but the surgeons who 
examine the immigrants and alien 
crews come under the Public Health 
Service in Washington.”

NEW HUNT FOR WARD 


Message Signed With Name of 
Man Missing Since May 8. 
Says He Is Held Captive. 





SEARCH ON IN TWO STATES 





Banks of the Delaware River 
Combed—Location Given as 
3 Miles Above Trenton.

TRENTON, N. J., June 9.-The New 
Jersey State Police resumed today 
their search for Walter S. Ward, who 
disappeared here a month ago, and 
members of the Pennsylvania Con- 
stabulary joined in the hunt after the 
finding this morning at Bryn Athyn, 
near Philadelphia, of a carrier pigeon 
which had tied to a leg a message 
signed ‘‘Ward,"’ which said that the 
writer was held captive in a shack 
three miles above Trenton. 
Every Summer cottage and house be- 
tween Trenton and Lambertville on 
the east side of the Delaware River 
was being searched tonight by the 
New Jersey State Police, while the 
Pennsylvania Constabulary searched 
every house on the west side of the 
river: New Hope and Bristol; 
‘but at a late hour this evening no 
trace of Ward had ‘péen found. 
The carrier pig was found ~by 
Charles MeNulty, a contractor, on a 
pile of lumber at the Brvn Athya rail- 
road station, about fifteen miles from 
Philadelphia.

WASHINGTON, June 9.—Representa- 
tives of several women’s temperance 
organizations announced here tonight 
that at conference. to consider the 
various poltical angles of the fight for 
and against modification of the prohi- 


bition laws a program of united action 
was agreed upon,, including opposition 
to futile and non-binding referenda. 
The conference authorized the follow- 
ing statement: : 

“Whereas the Constitution of the 
United States provides the only meth- 
ods for its own amendment, and does 
not authorize a referendum on consti- 
tutional provisions or Federal laws, we 
are opposed to any referendum, na- 
tional or in any State,: tending to de- 
feat or nullify the Federal Constitu- 
tion or Federal laws for its enforce- 
ment. 

“Such referenda have .no_ legal 
value or binding effect and tend to 
undermine the Constitution and our 
Federal system of representative gov- 
ernment. : 

“We, therefore, urge the friends of 
prohibition not to be diverted from the 
real issue, which is that of electing 
men and women to office, local, State 
a national, who wil maintain and 
enforce throughout the naticr the es- 
tablished policy of pr hib:t:on. 

“The Judiciary Committee of the 
United States Senate has clearly stated 
the case in the following words: 

“*The Constitution is a grant of 
powers. These powers are limited 
and such limitations are not to be 
transcended. A national referendum is 
not provided for, and it is not‘our be- 
lief, that it was in the intention of the 
f ers of the Constitution that a 
referendum would ever be attempted.’ ”’

FULLER INTERPRETS 


Massachusetts Governor Says It 
Means One Must Be Like Cool- 
idge to Catch Coolidge Votes.

Statesmen See Disagreeable Task. 


GENEVA, June 9 (4.—The next 
chapter ih the critical situation caused 
by the demand of Brazil and Spain 
for permanent seats in the Council of 
the League of Nations will be ‘fur- 
nished by diplomatic negotiations. 

The statesmen at the Council meet- 
ing here freely admit that they were 
confronted with a disagreeable, if not 
an impossible, task, but the British 
delegates seem not to fear it. This is 
so because the negotiations with the 
Brazilian and Spanish Governments 
will be based on the supposition that 
it is impossible to create any perma- 
nent seats at this moment except for 
Germany. 

It is believed that Great - Britain 
especially, and probably other powers, 
will tell Spain that she is virtually 
certain of permanency through con- 
stant re-election. 

Brazil. wilk be more difficult to deaj’ 
with in this respect, because European 
diplomats feel that Brazil's claim must 
be regulated by the countries of Latin- 
America. Moreover, Brazil is a coun- 
try having comparatively few vital 
questions with Europe, which means 
that there is little opportunity to *‘give 
and take’’ in diplomatic pourparlefs. 

A feature of the day which} drew 
special attention was an article in 
| the Journal de Geneve, which ‘often 
reflects responsible League views. The 
paper in an editoria!t scourged both 
Spain and. Brazil, saying that the 
world was witnessing the spectacle of 
two great States “‘sheaded toward per- 
dition without necessity and against 
their evident interests."’ 

The newspaper concluded by express- 
ing the opinion that the increase in 
the non-permanent seats makes it pos- 
sible that both Brazil and Argentina 
will sit in the Council practically per- 
madnently.

“The difference between the coal 
strike and the general strike,’ de- 
clared Lord Birkenhead at the annual 
luncheon of the British Imperial Con- 
ference here today, ‘is rather like that 
between spectacular fighting at bar- 
ricades, which must have a swift suc- 
cess or end, and the ailment of a 
patient who, if his illness is protracted, 
must perish of hemorrhage. 

“We are furnished by the miners’

to the foreigner. It appears never 
to have struck them that if you charge 
a higher rate for coal to our manu- 
facturers than that paid by foreign 
manufacturers you will deal one fatal 
and final blow to every industry ex- 
cept their own. 

“And this higher price is to be paid 
in the interests of men working shorter 
hours and receiving higher wages than 
any others in the world except those 
in America. It is too ridiculous. 

Mr. Cook, who once described him- 
self as a humble disciple of Lenin, and 
recently ‘thanked God for ussia.’ has 
explained that £400,000 is being re- 
ceived ‘from comrades in Russian 
mines to support the dependents of 
their English colleagues.’ 

“This confession has revived, if it 
ever flagged, our faith in our common 
human nature. It is indeed a touching 
reflection on the miners of Russia, 
who have to work ten hours a day 
so that their British colleagues may 
work seven and subscribe a portion 
of their wages of 25 shillings a week 
so that their British comrades mae get 
40 shillings. 

“Prominent representatives "of the 
Soviet openly boasted that they at- 
tempted .to assist the general strike 
here, and it has been claimed by per- 
sons speaking in Moscow that the 
money sent to the miners here is being 
paid officially not by the Russian 
miners but by the Russian Govern- 
ment. 

“Therefore, it becomes necessary to 
ask what motive these moneys have 
been advanced which have led Cook to 
thank God for Russia. They are un- 
doubtedly sent to encourage revolution 


in this country. The Government have- 


not yet had time to deal with the lat- 
ter, but they will make time to deal 
with it.” 

The railway companies, it is stated, 
have arranged for large imports of coal 
from abroad. It is said to be already 
reaching them, including some ship- 
ments from America.

Court Action Threatened.

PSYCHIATRY STUDY} 


Advises Young Physicians “to 
Specialize in That Field to 
Aid General Practice. 


Speakers at Convention Endorse |t 
as a Force in. Mental 
Upbuilding. 


! 

Dr. George E. Vincent, Director of 
the Rockefeller Foundation, told mem- 
bers of the American Psychiatric As- 
sociation last night that if more young 
doctors specialized for a time in psy- 
chiatry they would become broadened 
and better equipped in the general 
practice of medicine. Dr. Vincent spoke 
at the evening session of the Associa- 
tion’s eighty-second annual meeting at 
the Waldorf. 

“It seems to me that a very large 
number of doctors who propose to be 
general practitioners would do. well to 
specialize for a time in your field,” 
Dr. Vincent said, ‘‘and then go back 
to the field of genera] medicine with 
the enlightenment," the widening of 
vision, the broadening of interests and 


of sympathies which would come after 
seeing things through the eyes of your 
particular aspect of medicine.’ 

He warned the psychiatrists, how- 
evér, not to lose sight of the fact that 
first of all they were members of the 
médical profession. “There is a very 
great danger,” he said, ‘that you will 


‘think too much of your own little 


field. You have got to keep your- 
selvés generalized, not specialized.” 


Change in Education. 


Dr. Vincent asserted that a pro- 
found but gradual change was now g0- 
ing on in medical education in Amer- 
ica. ‘At Yale, for example,” hé said, 
“the Medical School is abolishing the 

curriculum little by little. They just 
turn the students loose, and when they 
think they have done enough work 
they graduate them. How reasonable 
and how astonishing! In almost all 
American medical . education the 
schools are taking, spécialties out of 
the curriculum and putting them into 
the graduate course. They are making 
the undergraduate courses turn out 
all-around . diagnosticians and 

fairly good practitioners. Then, after 
they have had experience in general 
practice, they come back and do grad- 
uate work."’ 

Medical education in America, Dr. 
Vincent said, was combining the best 
fextures o:. British, German and 
French medical Nene “os and was char- 
acterized by ‘“‘team ay cooperation 
and unification.” In 7 dition, e said, 
the gospel of public health and of dis- 
ease prevention was slowly being al- 
ona to permeate the medical curricu- 

m. 

The use of music and the cafeteria 
system in hospitals for the insane were 
recommended by speakers at the morn- 
ing and afternoon sessions of the con- 
vention.

SEES A FLOOD OF TOURISTS. 


Correspondent Predicts 500,000 
Americans Will Go to Europe.

LONDON, June 9.—Half a million 
Americans will come to Europe, this 
Summer and within a decade \ the 
steadily increasing number of Ameri- 
can tourists to Europe will reach 


1,000,000 annually, according to the 
New York correspondent of a London 
newspaper. 

A growing proportion 6f these tour- 
ists are leaving England out of their 
itineraries, he says, because they think 
England is more expensive *than the 
Continent and English hotels inferior. 
Wealthy Americans who can afford to 
stop at he best London hotels have no 
complaint, he adds, but the belief is 
current in the United States that the 
second class English hotels are costly 
and poorly equipped. 

This correspondent concludes that 
the campaign ‘‘See Amerita - First” 
has not succeeded and will not succeed 
in keeping Americans from taking 
European tours.

The Gérman Railways’ divi- 
dent of 7 per cent. will, be paid on 
preferred stock and 153,000,000 marks 
will be carnied forward.

INQUIRY INTO SINKING 


OF RIVER LINER ENDS; 


Board Expected to Report Fog 
Caused. Collision of Tugboat 
"— Washington I Irving. 


The i ee States Steamship Inspec- 
tion Board’s investigation into the col- 
lision of the Hudson River steamboat 
Washington Irving and the tugboat 
Thomas E. Moran ended yesterday in 
the Customs House, where it was con- 
ducted by Captain George T. Charlton. 
The finding will not be announced un- 
til next week, but it was intimated that 
the conclusion will be that the acci- 
dent was unavoidable because of the 
heavy fog. 

The last testimony taken was :tnat of 
T. W. Davis, first mlate of the Wash- 
ington Irving, and C. W. Wright, pur- 
ser. Neither could throw light on the 
disappearance of three persons missing 
after the accident, Mrs. Arthur L. 
Boag and her little daughter and a 
negro messboy. 

“I don’t know what could have 
happened to them,” said the /purses. 
‘A steward claims he put life preserv- 
ers on two little girls and on Mrs. 
Hoag and then ran for his life.” 

The first mate said Mrs. Hoag could 


have gone ashore without wetting her 
feet. He said that men of the crew 
went through the vessel shouting ‘‘AJl 
out !’’ 

When salvaging parts of the sunken 
steamboat yesterday afternod™, Harry 
_Rheinhartson, a diver, remained under 
'water for more than fifteen minutes. 
His helpers ashore signaled him fran- 
tically but redeived no answer. When 


the diver finally appeared he said he |. 


had breken open some steel lockers ‘to 
get a wallet belonging to one of the 
crew — it contained a picture of 
the man’s mother. He lost his crowbar, 
he said, and stayed under water-to 
hunt for it. 

At the offices of the Hudson River 
Day Line, Evan E. Olcott, President of 
the line, said yesterday that virtually 
everything that could be saved was 
now out of water. He said the com- 
pany would not attempt to raise the 
steamboat because the cost would be 
more than the vessel was worth.

The spirit of enterprise and energy 
among the Catholics of America has 
vastly interested me. This same spirit 
will serve’ to bring about a general‘ 
revival of religion in Eyrope. France 
has attained her greatness when she 
hag been most Catholic. France apart 
from Catholicism is not France.” 

Catholic families in France were in- 
me ig! their birth rate, the Cardinal 
said, adding:

Burkhart stood trial for the murder 
of Smith, his wife, Rita, and their 
white servant girl, who were killed 
when an explosion wrecked the Smith 
home in March, 192 The case was 
the first a series filed by the State 
in an effort to stop the “‘reign of ter- 
ror’ prevailing for five years. 

The confessed slayer, in a statement, 
accused Hale of being the leader of a 
plot to slay Smith, and said he as- 
sisted his uncle in finding a man to 
dynamite the house. 

Hale and Ramsey were named in 
Federal indictments in the alleged con- 
spiracy against rich Osages. The Su- 
| preme Court recently reversed a Fed- 
eral court ruling that the Government 
did not have jurisdiction in the cases, 
and ordered the men tried in Federal 
court. 

First intimation that Burkhart would

CALLS NEGLECT CRIMINAL 


Tells Long Island Association Road 
Should Go From. Long Beach 
to Montauk. 


a A proposal to link the long stretch 
' @f islands, which are separated from 
, Long Island by the Great South Bay, 
with a, great ocean parkway, joining 

« them to the mainland at several points 

| with causeways and connecting them 
to each other with bridges, was offered 
by Assemblyman F. Trubee Davison 
of Nassau, at a dinner of the Long 
Island Association at the Waldorf last 
night.» 

Assemblyman Davison, who was 
heartily applauded by the Long Is- 
landers when he described the project, 
declared that while there has been 
much talk of similar plans, there was 
now need for immediate action. The 
many miles of beach, now ‘“‘practi- 
cally useless,” ag he said, because of 
their inaccessibility to the shore, could 
be made into a ‘marvelous play- 
ground.” He said later he had no 
idea how much the development would 
cost. It would start at Long Beach 
and extend the entire length of the 
island to Montauk-Point, he declared. 

In Assemblyman Davison’s opinion, 
longer neglect of Long Island’s ocean 
front would be “criminal.” 
‘‘practically .useless” today, the Nas- 
sau Assemblyman declared it could be 
made one of the “greatest sources of 
health and happiness in the State.” 

‘“‘We are spending large sums for ad- 
ditional breathing spaces and parks 
for the people of New York State,”’ he 
eaid. ‘Badly as they are needed, not 
one of the proposed developments will 
afford one-hundredth part of the en- 
joyment, nor contribute one-hundredth 
part as much to the health of our citi- 
zens, as would the development of this 
beach. I cannot see any logical rea- 
son why this should not be immediate--. 
‘ly advanced irrespective of all other 
projects until completed, and made ac- 
cessible not only to the residents of 
the City, of New York but to all those 
who live on Long Island as well. 


Beaches Now Out of Reach. 


“It is amazing to realize that with 
60 many miles of ocean front at hand 
how little of it is being made avail- 
able for the public use. East of Long 


Beach it is 75 or 80 miles to the nearest 
public beach. Because of the great 
distance intervening between the 
Hampton beaches and the greater 
city it is impossible for the great 
mass of the people who live withih 
the city limits or in Nassau and West- 
ern Suffolk Countes to obtain the out- 
ing which they so strongly desire. 

“A glance at the map indicates that 
@ main causeway could be constricted 
easily across the series of islands and 
the shallow bottom of the Great South 
Bay from some point between Freeport 
and Massapequa to Jones’s Beach, only 
a little more than twenty miles from 
Flatbush. Thirty-five .miles.east it 
would be an extremely simple matter 
to form another contact with the main- 
land by a bridge near Bellport. And 
fifteen miles still further east, near 
Quogue and the Hamptons, the same 


holds true. 

x * great ocean Ler cg constructed 
from/some point within u County 
to points from fifty to ninety miles 
down the island, would open up this 
tremendous beach area to the people 
of Long Island and to the people of 
the State. It would constitute one of 
the great scenic drives of the whole 
Atlantic seaboard. 


Property Easily Acquired. 


“A very large part of these lands is 
owned by the townships lying directly 
to their north on Long Island proper. 
Under present conditions this property 
is well-nigh useless to the townships, 
and it is certainly so to the public. 

“If the State of New. York should 
build this great ocean drive, obtainin, 
as it unquestionably could the right 
way from the towns without cost, it 
could also obtain the necessary rights 
and restrictions to assure the people of 
the whole State, whose money would 
be spent in this development, that it 
would be dedicated to the public use, 
and that it would not be marred or 
spoiled. That which is now barren and 
valueless would become yseful and in- 
come-producing to the Long Island 
townships. 

“In my judgment no public work of 
@ recreational character in the State 
of New York is so pressing or offers 
such large returns to the locality and 
to the State as the one I have just de- 
ecribed.’’ ®

He called two other keepers 

and they stealthily made their way 

to the hospital, which is comprised of 
four wards in separate rooms. 

One of the porters in the hospital is 
Mickey Connors, former. sweetheart

Congressman Longworth in his ad-

THE AMERICAN OAKS 


Jeffords Scores Again as Man 
0’ War Filly Repeats Florence 
Nightingale’s Triumph. 


BLACK MARIA: IS SECOND 


Coe Entry Trails by Length and a 
~ Half, With Rapture Finishing 
Third at Belmont Park.

Two distinguished daughters of Man 
o’ War and The Nurse are Florence 
Nightingale and Edith Cavell. A year 
ago , Florence Nightingale claimed 
queenship among the three-year-olds 
of fer sex by virtue of winning the 
ninth running of the Coaching Club 
American Oaks at Belmont Park. Yes- 
terday afternoon her younger sister 
duplicated. the feat and by so doing 
gained a second leg on the coveted 
Singleton Cup for her owner and 
breeder, Walter M. Jeffords. 

Edith Cavell won an easy and con- 
vincing victory in the leading fixture 
of the turf year for three-year-old 
fillies. She was spiendidly ridden by 
Frank Coltiletti, being rated in front 
all the way, holding off a challenge by 
the favorite, W: R. Coe’s Black Maria, 
and drawing away in the stretch to 
gain the crown by a decided margin. 

The bay daughter of Man’ o’ War 
carried 117 pounds over the long jour- 
ney of a mite and .three furlongs— 
being in receipt. of four pounds from 
the Coe filly—and ran her race in 
2:20 3-5 over a fast track. The victory 
netted Mr. Jeffords $11,900 in cash and 
a piece of plate valtied at $200. Scott 
Harlan saddled a very fit oy. al- 
though he was none too confident be- 
fore the running of the race. 

St. Joseph Also Wins. 

It was an afternoon of considerable 
joy for Mr. and ‘Mrs. Jefforfs. In 
addition to! witnessing the signal tri- 
umph of ‘their prized filly they had 
another thrill when their two-year-old 
colt St. Joseph carried off the money 
in a field of ten‘in the Potomac Purse 
at four and a half furlongs over the 
Widener course. ; THe day .was profit- 
able, too,- for Frank Caltiletti; who 
rode the colt. “ 

Edith Cavell wan running her third 
race of the year. In her first she won 
easily at six furlongs, but in her sec- 
ond start last Saturday she was forced 
to bow to the Rancocas four-year-old 
Nedana,. She ran a game ra 3, how- 
ever, and gained many friends by her 
performance. Yesterday she was 
backed from 3 to 1 to 13 to 5, being 
forced down under a heavy play, while 
Black Maria went from\even money 
to 6 to 5 at post time.: The. Glen 
Riddle Farm’s Corvette, another 


choice at 9 to 2 and Payne 
Whitney’s Rapture, earlier held the 
best filly of the year, at 6 to 1. The 
leased filly Laura Dianti and the 
French-bred Liane were the outsiders 
at 15 to 1. 

The leading filly fixture of the year 
brought out a large mid-week atten- 
dance and they witnessed a first-class 
contest—one that was truly run and 
left excuses for none. As usual with 
the three-year-old misses, Mars Cas- 
sidy had his hands full. Rapture was 
determined to get on the rail instead 
of holding her outside position. She 
fought the assistants for four minutes 
and finally when she was bodily swung 
around the others were ready and Cas- 
sidy sent them away. 

Rapture was running when they let 
go of her and was the first to show in 
front. far up the main chute. But the 
green and white stripes of the Jeffords 
silks were soon discerned in the van. 
Closely pressing was Black/ Maria. 


Edith Cavell Runs Smoothly. 


Right -from the start Liafie and 
Laura Dianti began to trail, while Cor- 
vette was not at any time a dangerous 
contender. Rapture was a keen factor 
during the early part of the 


stretch. Edith Cavell -was running 
easily and Coltiletti had r under 
wraps. Before reaching the turn La- 
verne -Fator moved up with a chal- 
lenge by Black Mar'ia and she was 
lapped on the leader on the outside. 
This move’ widened the gap between the 
Coe filly and Rapture, but the former 
could’ not hold. her gain and dropped 
back as Coltiletti settled down a bit 
with Edith Cavell. 

Once strcightened out for home it 
was evident that’the race was alteady 
decided. Fator could get.no more out 
of Black Maria and Coltiletti was con- 
tent with a safe margin of a length 
and a half at the ‘winning post. Chal- 
mers made a‘ closing effort. with Rap- 

ture and the Whitney filly recovered a 
little . ground, but the others . were 
strung out far behind. The fractional 
times were as_ follows: 0:24, 0:50, 
1:15 4-5, 1:41 1-5, 2:07 1-5, 2:20 3-5. ‘ 

Edith Cavell was < lendidly rated, 


second in 0:26,and the third in 0:25 4-5. 
In the fourth quarter, in which the race 
was decided, the filly speeded up a 
trifle, running it in 0:25 2-5. The fifth 
quarter was exactly the same as the 
third, and she finished out the last fur- 
long in 0:123-5.  -

The ambition to be a caterer and to

-descent and his mother was a member 
of an old Vermont family. 

-At an. early’ age the poor Vermont 
lad, who later in life was to become a 
multi-millionaire, went to Montreal. 
He got a job as a general helper in a 
hotel. After he had saved a little 
money he decided to come to New 
York’ City. 

He hada hard struggle at first to 
find enough work-to pay for food and 
lodgings. But he eventually got a job 
at the old Brunswick Hotel, Twenty- 
sixth Street and Fifth Avenue, as a 
bus boy.| His first work in New York 
wag obtained under such. difficulty 
thet young Sherry resolved then that 
he would do everything possible to 
keep it.

WAS HAWAIIAN HEAD 


BERRA GAT TALC TE: 
The Only President Republic 
Had—Served Until the 
‘~~ Annexation in 1900. 


THEN BECAME GOVERNOR 


in 1903 He Was Named Federal 
Judge for Hawaii—Was a Prime 
Mover in Islands’ Acquisition. 


HONOLULU, June 9 (#).—Sanford B. 
Dole, President of the Republic of Ha- 
waii at th time of its annexation by 
the United States, died here today. 


The annexation of the Hawaiian Is- 
lands to the United States was due 
*more to the individual efforts of San- 
ford Ballard Dole than to any other 
leader. He had been one of the out- 
standing figures in the Islands during 
the latter years of their monarchical 
government and the decade following 
their annexation to the United States 
He served as the first and only Presi- 
dent of the Republic of Hawaii, whose 
existence from 1894 to 1900 is now all 
but forgotten. 

Mr. Dole was born in Hawaii April 
23, 1844, the son of Daniel and Emily 
Ballard Dole, American missionaries. 
He was educated at Oahu CoHege, 
Hawaii, and Williams College at Wil- 
liamstown, Mags. He studied law at 


‘| Boston and was admitted to the bar 


there. Returning to the Islands, he 
engaged in the practice of law at 
“| Honolulu and ‘entered politics 
member of the Hawaiian Lagietiaiee, 
in which he served from 1882 to 1886. 
He became a leader of the reform 
movement among the foreign element 
in 1886, which forced King Kalakaua’s 
signature to the so-called Bayonet 
Constitution, which caused the King 
to resign many of his royal preroga- 
tives. / 

Blevated to the Supreme Court in 
1887, he served until 1893, when he 
became head of the Provisional Gov- 

ernment which was set up by the re- 
form party after a ‘successful revolt 
against Queen Lilioukalani, who had 
succeeded her brother, King Kalakaua, 
on the throne. This revolt resulted 
from an attempt of the Queen to re- 
store a more absolute monarchy and 
disenfranchise the foreigners. 

The Queen sought the protection of 
the United States, and in response to 
her protest President Cleveland sent 
James H. Bloufit of Georgia to the 
islands as ‘“‘Commissiqner paramount” 
to ifivestigate conditions in Hawali. A 
demand was made on Dole to relinquish 
to Queen Liliuokalani her constitu- 
tional authority, but Dole and his 
backers denied the right of the United 
States~to interfere and réfused to 
comply with the instructions of Presi- 
dent Cleveland that the provisional au- 
thorities reinstate the Hawaiian Queen. 

With the decision of the United 
States to go no further in the way of 
intervention the Republic of Hawaii 
was established and Dole became 
President, serving until the annex- 
ation of the Islands to the United 

tates in 1900. While serving as Presi- 

ent he became an ardent advocate cf 
annexation, and in January, 1898, made 
a visit to Washington in behalf of 
the movement. He became the. first 
territorial Governor, serving from 1900 
to 1903, and was then named United 
States Judge for the district of Ha- 
waii, serving until 1915. During the 
administration of President McKinley 
Mr. Dole was, named a member of a 
commission to recommend legislation 
concerning the Hawaiian Islands. 

Since his retirement from the bench 
of the United States District Court, 
Mr. Daje had devoted his time to his 
plantation estates. In 1873 he married 
Anna P. Cate of Castine, Me. 


SIR WILLIAM CORRY 
DIES IN LONDON 


Divacies of Cunard Line Was One 
of Leading British Shipping 
Authorities. 


LONDON, June 9 (@).—Sir William 
Corry, Director of the Cunard Line 
and the Commonwealth and Dominion 
Lines, died at his home here today. 
Sir William, who was one of the lead- 


ing shipping authorities in Great 
Britain, was 6? years old. 


Cunard and Anchor Line steamers in 
dock here yesterday carried their flags 
at half-mast as a token of réspect to 
Sir William Corry. The Mauretania 
sailed yesterday afternoon with her 
flag flying at half-mast. 

Sir William was born on March 20, 
1859, and was educated at Eton and 
Trinity College, Cambridge. He was 
knighted in 1885 and had béen director 
of the Cunard and the Commonwealth 
and Dominion Line, Ltd., 
years. He was married twice—in 1889 
to Miss Charlotte Collins, who died in 
1806, and in 1921 to Miss Irene Bell, 
youngest daughter of Major O. J. ‘Bell. 
He was & member of the Junior Carl- 
ton Club of London and was a devotee 
of yachting, billiards and golf.

REV. IGNATIUS ZELLER 
DIES AT FAR ROCKAWAY 


Pastor Was 84 and Was Said to 
Be Oldest Catholic Priest in 
the Brooklyn Diocese. 


‘The Rev. Father Ignatius Zeller, 84,, 
sata to be the oldest Roman Catholic 
priest in the Brooklyn Diotese, died on 
Tuesday at St. Claras Home, Far 
Rockaway, where he had been in re- 
tirement for five years beca ecayse of ill- 
healthi 

Father Zeller was born in Germany 
in 1842 and studied there for the Luth- 
eran ministry. ‘Shortly after the close 
of. the Civil War he came to this coun- 
try and entered St. Mary’s Roman 
Catholic Seminary in Baltimore. He 
was ordained a priest in 1868 and was 
assigned to the Hol ly Trinity Parigh in 
Brooklyn.

Later 
he founded the.Church of the Presen- 
tatiof of the Blessed Virgin Mary at 
Jamaica, Queens, but in 1904 was com- 
pelled to retire because of ill-health.

RAST SIDE IN TEARS 





Solid Mass of Humanity Packs 
Streets to Pay Tribute to 
- Socialist and Labor Leader. 


WORK IN CONGRESS PRAISED 


Congressman Berger Calis Him a 
Pioneer—Justice Panken Lauds.. 
Courage in Funeraj Address. 


The east side witnessed a striking 
pageant of sorrow yesterday when 
50,000 men and women of varying ages, 
nationalities, religions and social posi- 
tions, followed the, body of ex-Con- 
Sressman Meyer London through the 
neighborhood he\had served in public 
life, while a crowd estimated at 500,000 
lined the streets. In windowg and fire 
escapes, doorways and stair~ays the 
watchers stood, while sidewalks were 
j-mmed -ix deep in some places. 

As the Pitt Street Synagogue was 
passed a rabbi stood, amid mourners 
chanting the funeral dirge, and fur- 
ther along the street was piled a col- 
lectign of bedding, bureaus, tables and 
chairs, the property of a dispossessed 
family. Persons who recalled Mr. Lon- 
‘don’s fights several years ago for bet- 
ter working conditions remarked that 
there had been many more families in 


that predicament before Mr. London 
brought about his labor teforms. 
Attempts to maintain an orderly 
marching file four abreast. proved 
fruitless, hundreds of the watchers 
joining the marchers at {fhtervals. 
When the cortége reached Second Ave-. 
nue on thd way to the London home in 
Eighteenth Street the ranks were 
twelve abreast. Thousands of others 
followed on the sidewalks along the en- 
tire route of the march. 


Labor Organizations March. ~ 


It seemed as if every organized labor 
body in the city was represented in 
the line.~ Bakers, actors, necktie mak- 
ers and every type of needleworker 
carried signs of their unions, and mem- 


bers of the Workmen's Circle, the So- 
cialist Party and other bodies with 
which Mr. London was associated 
marched in groups. 

Services were held first at the Jew- 
ish Daily Forward Building; 174 Hast 
Broadway. Here a thousand of Mr. 
London’s friends and_associates gath- 
ered to hear him eulogized, while about 
50;000 stood in Seward Park, across the 
street, the addresses being carried to 
them through amplifiers. \Men and wo- 
men wept as the life of Mr. London was 
reviewed and his service to the work- 
ingman praised. 

Congressman Victor L. whee of Mil- 
waukee, the only Socialist now in Con- 
gress, recalled the hafdships of Mr. 
London’s early years and his work in 
Congress, when he was “‘surrounded by 
a sea of hatred.” 

“Mr. London was one of the foremost 
champions of the proletariat in New 
York,’”’ he said. “It is hard to be a 
pioneer, whether in the field of science 
or religion or politics, and Mr. Lon- 
don was trul 
Socialist in public life, he was the sub- 
ject of ridicule ard the butt of jokes 
in the capitalist press. But his lova- 
ble ! disposition: brought him the ad- 
miration and respect of the men who 
served. with him, and he is remem- 
bered favorably .today;in V/ashington. 

“That Mr. London’s first words after 
his’ accident were a plea that the 
driver of the car that struck him be 
released speaks volumes for his char- 
acter. His love of the downtrodden 
men. and women all over the World 
indicates the type’of his ideals. It is 
the people who also have high ideals 
such as his who will keep his memory 
sacred now that he has gone.” 


Justice Panken Speaks. 


Justice Jacob Panken of the Munici- 
pal Gourt spoke of his thirty-one years’ 
association with Mr. Londoh on the 
east side, “working for socialism and 
humanity.”’ 

“It took courage in those days, and 
Mr. London certainly was courageous,” 
he said. “There never was a time 
when he failed té carry through what 
he sought when he felt that he was 
doing right and he never compromised 
when his ideals pointed ahead. He left 
a great heritage to thoge who were 
associated with him in the cause of 
humanity.”’ 

Morris Hillquit and Dr. Norman 
a both of whom have been So- 

ialist candidates for Mayor, spoke of 
Mr. London as man and Socialist, and 
Miss Lillian Wald of the Henry Street 
Settlement told of his work for. social 
improvement in the city. Other 
speakers represented various trade un- 
ions and- spoke highly of his efforts 
in organizing Jewish tradesmen and in 
Yeading them successfully in many of 
their struggies for better working con- 
ditions. During the gervice a guard of 
honor stood in either side of the coffin, 
behind which were banked scores of 
floral pieces from friends and from 
union and political organizations. 

Thousands crowded Canal and Rut- 
gers Streets and thé park when the 
body was carried from the building. 
Hpetied by mounted policemen the cor- 
tége moved east on East Broadway. 
Before the procession. reached Gou- 
verneur Street and turned into Pitt 
Street the even ranks weré broken by 
new marchers, 
seemed to be a solid mass of moving 
humanity. 

Three fundred licemen maintained 
order, halting traffic as the procession

AUSTIN, Texas, June 9 (7).—One 
of the most helpful means of aid- 
ing in law enforcement is ‘‘the re- 
cognized right of, the press to pub- 
lish a reasonable ‘and fajr criticism 
of crime,” the Texas Supreme 
Court held today.

PARIS, June 9.—Following interven- 
tion by President Gaston Doumergue 
the Cabinet today refused to accept the:

The President of*the Republic took 
the stand that the time was inoppor- 
tune for a Government crisis, and in 


view of the difficulties standing in the 


way of carrying out the project for a 
national union Cabinet composed of 
leaders of all parties, the Government 
retained M. Peret in office and ap- 
proved his list of measures intended to 
sustain the franc. 

On whether or not the franc stands 
up during the next two weeks depends 
the future of the present Government, 

While it is recognized that M. Peret 
had spent half the Morgan loan of 
eighty-odd million dotlars in his ex- 
change operations, it was recorded that 
this was done with the assent of other 
Ministers, and ‘there was a disinclina- 
tion to make'’the Finance Minister a 
scapegoat. 

When the Left Cabinet, meeting Pre- 
mier Briand, asked ifit was true there 
was, to be a Government: crisi~, he 


you want me to resign - after 

each international meeting I attend?’ 

This was a reference to his forced 

resignation during the League of Na- 
tions meeting last March. 


Ban on Capital Exports Raised. 


The most important of the measures 
decided today was the suppression of 
the limitations on export of capital. 
This measure was put into effect sev- 


eral years ago with the idea it would 
preveng French money fleeing abroad. 
It has riot had that effect, anos there 
has been wholesale exportation of 
French capital. 

The idea of cenbaibna the measure 
now is that if the French feel free to 
buy all the foreign money they like 
they will bé-more slow to do so than if 
it were forbidden. 

The Cabinet decision authorizes the 
Finance Minister to issue a decree 
when ‘hé judges “best, abolishing the 
limitation of the purchases of foreign 
securities and moneys with French 
francs. 

Next the Government decided that 
the Loucheur taxes, voted last Decem- 
ber. ag an extraordinary. imposition, 
which has weighed ‘heavily on indus- 
trial securities, would’ not be* main- 
tained, It is expected this move will be 
well received in financial quarters. 

Another ,; decision is to. abolish . the 
“carnet dés couporis,” which amounts 
to a coupon register for all securities 
and which has always beer opposed in 
financial circles. The Government ad- 
mits this measure has been a failure, 

It was also decided to arrange for 
advance payments of taxes which may 
be made by those who-wish to aid the 
Government. 

M. Peret announced that the experts 
committee is working on its plan, which 
he hopes will be ready in another, two 
weeks. 

These measures make it evident that 
the Government has ‘abandoned the 
Left financial program, which has 
done so much harm to the country 
through causing e flight of capital 
by those afraid of\Socialist’ measures 
like capital levy. I€ now is the object 
of the Government to cater to capital 
in order to lure exported wealth back to 
ga and to prevent further exporta- 

on. 


Union Cabinet a Contingency. 


Some skepticism is manifested toward 
these measures by those who advocate 
heroic steps. But in view of the good 
behavior of the franc in the past week 
there appears no disposition in Paris to 
try to continue on pregent lines. 

If the franc holds the _ existing 
plans will be carried out normally. If 
the franc slips in the next \ten days 
there will be a move toward a national 
union Cabine‘. which. may well include 
ex-Premier Raymond ‘Poincaré, or if 
no he, Joseph Caillaux, as Finance 
Minister: It seems impracticable to get 
both together in the same Cabinet. 

Repo which leaked out of t*e co- 
operation plans between France, Italy 
and Belgium bring today a diplomatic 
denial. But it is known that such 
plans are being studied. Before much 
progress can be made, however, there 
must be a stabiliza‘ion of the position 
of the French ernment.

Hackett, an elevator man employed in 
the apartment house where Mrs. 
Symington lived, who corroborated 
Chambers’s téstimony that he visited 
the apartment, has gone to Canada, 
was algo made known. The criminal 
charges against: Chambers. were 
quashed before he disappeared. 

Justice Mullan was Nearing argument 
in his chambers on two motions in the 
Symington case. One was made by 
the law firm of Gordon, Weed & 
Young, counsel for Symington, for per- 
mission to discontinue tthe action upon 
the payment of all costs to date. The 
other motion was by’ Max D. Steuer, 
attorney for Mrs. Symington. Imme- 
diately upon receiving a copy of the 
discontinuance papers served by 
Symington’s attorneys, he asked per- | 
mission to file a new answer in the’ 


case, in which Mrs. Symington would 
make .a counterclaim for a separation 
on the ground that her husband ad- 
mittedly abandoned her several years 
ago. 


Does Not Live Here Now. 


In the course of the argument it de- 
veloped that Mr. Symington had not 
lived in New’.York for more than a 
year, ‘but now made his home in Bal- 
timore. .It. was argued by Mr. Steuer 
that Mr. Symington had. no prorerty 
here and that if the divorce action was 
discontinu the alimony of $22,000 a 
year paid to Mrs. Symington for the 
last two years would stop and she 


in this State for support. - 
Mr. Steuer also made known that on 
two occasions after the divorce trial, 
in which. Justice Ford’ directed the 
jury to find a verdict for Mrs. Sym- 
ington? but in which the decision was 
reversed and a new trial ordered by 
the Appellate Division, Mrs. Symington 
had talked with her husband at their 
former home in New Jersey.

«WARSAW, June 9.—The existence 
of a gigantic case of piracy through 
which. American motion picture com- 
panies and music and book publishers 
are being robbed of millions of dol- 
lars in. eleven’ European countries has 
‘been uncovered here by the efforts of 
Miss Esther E. Rosecan, an American 
girl representing the Pathé Exchange 

of New York. 

Single-handed, Miss Rosecan * has 
‘been waging her battle against picture 
pirates, which, so far, has involved 
melodramatic incidents, including 
threats of death, her lone raid upon 
a seeret cellar and laboratories,..and 


be- | legal struggles. 


Although the entire situation has 
been laid before Minister Stetson and 
the Commercial Attaché, Mr. Allen, 
they find themselves unable to check 
these wholeSale losses because of the 
yfact: that the United States has no 
copyright tréaties with any of the 
eleven countries now béing flooded 
with American films, books and music. 

Miss Rosecan, however, has complete 
data on the situation, which are to be 
forwarded to Washington in the hope 
that the State Department will take 
steps to stop the big leak. 


“‘Borrowing”’ Scheme Is Described. 


The system consists of Warsaw's 
ring “borrowing” of films that are be-

COAL MERGER PLAN 
INVOLVES 43 MINES 


Negotiations Under. Way to 
Form $5,000,000 Confpany With 
$17,000,000 Bond Issue. 


BIG PRODUCERS CONCERNED 


indiana Executives Deny Properties 
There Are Connected With 
Chicago Project. 


CHICAGO, June 9 (#).—A mine mer- 
ger involving forty-three coal mines 
in Illinois and Indiana is being con- 
summated under the direction of a 
group of bankers. Although he said 
announcement of the participants in 
the project would be premature, W: A. 
M. Brewerton of Chicago, head of the 
Brewerton Coal Company, confirmed 
today a report that negotiations for 
the merger were under way. 

The report spread yesterday after the 
purchase at a receiver’s sale of the 
Southern Gem Company’s mines at 
Pinckneyville, Till. An attorney for the 
Brewerton company bid $60,000 for the 
property, which includes three mines 
and 3,000 acres of. land, subject to 
taxes and liens. 

It was said that among “the partici- 
pants in the project were the O’Gara 
Coal Company in Greene County, IIl.; 
John A. Logan Coal ‘Company and the 
Franklin County Coal Company in 
Franklin County; Southern Gem Coal 
Corporation in Jefferson, Perry and 
Franklin Counties; Chicago Fuel Com- 

pany in Jackson and Perry Counties, 
the Brewerton interests and seventeen 
mines in Indiana. 

A new company with $5,000,000 cap- 
ital would be organized, it was said, 
and $17,000,000 of bonds issued to fi- 
nance the corporation. The company 
has not yet applied for a charter. 


TERRE HAUTE, Ind., June 9 (7).— 
A reported merger of Indiana and IIli- 


nois coal mines involving a $17,000,000 


bond issue was discredited today in so 
far as Indiana bdperators were con- 
cerned.

SALE OF BRONX BANK 
RUMORED IN WALL ST. 


Reported to Have Acquired © 
Borough Institution. % 


The Bank of the Manhattan Com- 
pany has acquired control of the Bronx 
Borough Bank, according to reports in 
the financial district yesterday. At 
‘the offices of the Bank of the Man- 
hattan Company it was said that there 
was no announcement to be made at 
‘this time and that the report would 
be neither denied nor confirmed.’ The 
company has been largely expanding: 
its branch banking system, particularly 
on Long Island, recently and now is 
understood to be arranging for larger 
activities in the Bronx... 

According to the Wall Street reports, 
there wilt not be an actual merger of 
the Bronx bank, at least for the pres- 
ent, but the Bronx institution will op- 
erate under the control and adminis- 
tration of the downtown bank. De- 
posits of the Bronx Borough Bank are 
about $8,000,000. Besides the main 
office at 66 East Tremont Avenue it 
has a Williamsbridge branch at 3,744 
White Plains Road. 

While the capital of the Bronx Bor- 
ough Bank is only $150,000, or 1,500 
shares, it is a highly profitable insti- 
tution, its stock being quoted at from 
$1,300 to $1,400 a share. This has at- 
tracted attention because ‘the bank 
does not pay dividends. Under the 
presidency of C. A. Becker profits have 
been turned back into the ‘surplus ac- 
count, so that the latter stands at 
$763,000, or more than 500 per cent. of 
capital. 

The Bank of the Manhattan Com- 
pany recently absorbed the Greenpoint 
National Bank and now has thirty-two 
branches .in Queens. It is understood 
to be planning further branch expan- 
sion in the Bronx, particularly if the 
McFadden Branch Bahking bill is fi- 
nally adopted in Congress.

The weekly wisn report of the 
Department of Agriculture, issued at 
Washington yesterday, says in part; 

“The temperature averaged slightly 
pool in most of the cotton belt. and 
raipfa}l was genéraily light except for 
ome rather heavy fall locally in the 
extreme eastern portion and generous 
showers in the Northwest. While the 
eotten ecrep ig much later than usual, 
progress during the week was fair te 
satisfactory, except where, it continued 
in parts of the East and to 
cool in the more northeastern dis- 
tricte. In Texas the erop made very 
good advance, while the Jate planted 
showed satisfactory stands, and chop: 


ping and cultivating were well aleng.’ 


In Oklahoma, stands are spotted, rang- 
ing from poor to very good, but the 
showers and seasoneble temperatures 
promised fair growth. In Arkansas 


and Louisiana weather conditions were |. 


generally fayorable and progress was 
very good to excd@ilent, except locally 
in Arkansas, where moisture_is need- 
ed. In the Bast Gulf States, much of 
Georgia and along the immediate At- 
lantie Coast Weather conditions gwere 
generajly favorable and cotton made 
fair to very good progress, but he- 
cause of cold weather growth wes 
slow in most of Tennessee and in the 
extreme northeastern portiens of the 
belt. The draught in much of the in- 
terior ef the Carolinas and in parts 
ef Northern -Georgia was still unre- 
lieved, with little or no improvement 
in the condition of cotton. 


Too Cool For Corn. 


‘Fhe week was too cool for corn in 
the eastern portion of the belt, al- 
theugh the more seasonable tempera- 
tures south of the Ohio River permit- 
ted gutisrastory growth in«most sec- 
tions. In the trans-Mississippi States 
moderately warm weather was favor- 
able, and there’ was sufficient mois- 
ture in most districts, although it is 
too dry in some northwestern por- 
tions. In the more Eastern States, 
from Vitginia northward, cool nights 
were unfavorable. 

“Corn made fair to excellent pregress 
in Texas and Oklahoma and stands 
are generally Satisfactory in Kansas, 
while very good advance was reported 
in Missouri. In Iowa, growth was fair 
except in some dry sections and plant- 
ing was nearly completed at the end of 
May. In the States bordering on the 
north bank of the Ohio River, growth 
was slow because of cool weather, 
particularly in Qhio, where the condi- 
tion of the crop is generally poor. 
Stands are fair to good in indians and 
mostly goed in Illineis, 

Wheat Progress Only Fatr. 

‘With less than normal rainfall over 
most of the principal produeing areas 
of the Winter wheat belt, the crop’s 
progress ranged from poor te very 
goed, but mostly was only fair. 

“In the Spring wheat belt moisture 
is deficient generally, and in the prin- 
cipal producing areas of South Dakota 
many fields are being seeded to corn 
or flax, while the crop was injured by 
shifting seil in Minnesota. Rain was 
needed in gections of Montana and the 
north Pacific States, but in North Da- 
keta the crop is generally in geod te 
excellent condition,"

SILK ARBITRATION UPHELD. 


Appellate Court Backs Finding for 
Susquehanna Mills. 


A decision by the Appellate Division 
relating to the arbitration of disputes 
over the purchase of silk was an- 
nounced yesterday in the proceedings 
broyght by the Susquehanna Silk Mills 
against the Fair Waist and* Dress 
Company, in which the parties @is- 
agreed over the purchase of silk 
valued at more than $100,000. The con- 
tract provided that any dispute based 
upon it should be submitted to the Silk 
Association of America. 

The Fair Waist and Dress Company 
contended that it did not read the 
clause in the contract providing for 
arbitration and for that reason was 
not bound by it, and also that it is 
not a member of the Silk Association 
of America and should not be com- 
pelled to have its claim passed on by 
that association. After T. Gainsburg, 
as attorney for the Susquehanna Silk 
Mills, had obtained an order from Jus- 
tice Lydon directing the arbitration to 
proceed and holding that the failure 
of the defendant to read the arbitra- 
tion clause did not relieve it from the 
agreement, the Fair Waist and Dress 
Company appealed. The Appellate 
Division affirmed the decision without 
an opinion.
